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NEW  VISTAS  OPEN 

Last  month  we  presented  a general  view  of  the 
Quaker  Leadership  Grants,  intended  to  strengthen  mem- 
bers of  local  Meetings  by  a period  of  study  of  Friends’ 
principles  and  activities.  We  here  offer  a report  by 
Beth  Prideaux  ( Rt.  1,  Lyons,  Oregon)  on  her  sum- 
mer’s experiences.— Ed. 

When  Grace  Lawrence  and  Lyra  and  Rob- 
ert Dann  drove  out  one  afternoon  early  in  June 
to  tell  John  and  me  about  the  Quaker  Leader- 
.ship  Grants,  the  reasoning  part  of  my  mind 
listened  as  I would  to  an  interesting  story. 
“What  a wonderful  opportunity,”  I thought,  “for 
someone.  But  of  course  I couldn’t  possibly  con- 
sider it.”  From  way  back  in  my  mind  came  a 
little  voice  with  the  insistent  question,  “Why 
couldn’t  you?”  Such  a foolish  question!  Why? 
Because  I had  a husband  and  four  children,  to 
say  nothing  of  a house  and  farm,  to  take  care 
of.  But  when  the  husband  assured  me  he  was 
quite  able  to  look  after  himself,  and  the  children 
began  mentioning  the  friends  and  relatives  with 
whom  they  might  stay,  and  the  house  and  farm 
didn’t  seem  very  important  after  all,  the  reason- 
ing part  of  my  mind  gave  up  and  the  small 
voice  took  over. 

Three  weeks— and  a dozen  air  mail  letters, 
telegrams,  and  long  distance  phone  calls— later, 
my  sister,  Adena  Joy,  arrived  by  bus  from  Berke- 
ley, Galifornia,  and  was  sketchily  briefed  on 
how  to  look  after  four  kids,  a dozen  chickens, 
two  cats  and  a dog  while  I finished  packing  to 
catch  the  morning  plane  for  New  York.  Getting 
started  too  late  to  join  the  group  for  a four  days 
visit  of  the  Five  Years  Meeting  at  Quaker  Hill, 
Richmond,  Indiana,  I went  directly  to  Pendle 
Hill  at  Wallingford,  Pennsylvania.  I was  so  ex- 
cited and  scared,  that  my  chief  reaction  to  the 
trip  East  was  one  of  immense  relief  when  finally 
1 was  deposited  in  a room  on  the  third  floor  of 
Firbank  at  Pendle  Hill! 

What  an  amazing  place  Pendle  Hill  is! 
Only  one  word— individuals— could  describe  the 
sixty  or  more  persons  who  were  in  residence 
for  the  summer  session.  Youngsters  just  out  of 
college  to  sprightly  great-grandfathers.  Japa- 
nese, Nigerian,  Mexican,  German,  Swiss,  Ameri- 
can! Teachers,  opera  singers,  square  dance  call- 
ers, psychiatrists,  farmers,  poets.  But,  strangely, 
only  a few  mothers  who  had  left  their  families. 
That  made  me  an  individual  too! 

Two  things  make  Pendle  Hill  stand  out: 
the  atmosphere  of  acceptance,  and  the  revital- 
izing worship  periods.  In  this  “experience  of 
cooperative  living  in  a family  of  sixty  person.s” 


(Pendle  Hill  Handbook),  nobody  seems  to  ex- 
pect anyone  to  be  anything  other  than  himself. 
I found  this  a little  frightening  at  first.  After 
many  years  of  trying  to  be  the  kind  of  person  I 
thought  I “ought”  to  be,  I was  not  at  all  sure 
any  more  what  kind  of  person  I really  was.  So 
my  first  week  at  Pendle  Hill  was  a search  for 
myself.  It  was  a joyous  experience  and  the  new- 
ly found  “me”  was  much  given  to  laughing  and 
singing  and  dancing  and  being  exuberant!  Then 
came  a deepening  experience  as  the  daily  morn- 
ing worship  became  increasingly  meaningful. 
I found  myself  feeling  very  close  to  and  very 
much  a part  of  the  other  individuals  of  the 
group,  and  during  worship  it  was  as  if  we  were 
all  one,  being  bound  together  and  held  up  by 
the  living  Power  of  God.  In  the  light  of  this 
radiant  Love,  I saw  with  overwhelming  clarity 
my  shortcomings  and  past  mistakes.  It  seemed 
as  if  I was  being  plowed  almost  deeper  than  I 
could  bear,  until  I became  aware,  after  a few 
mornings,  that  the  same  thing  was  happening 
to  others.  The  shaking  of  hands  at  the  close  of 
the  Meeting  became  a clasp  of  understanding! 
The  third  stage  of  the  growing  experience  came 
when  I realized  that  I would  soon  be  leaving 
Pendle  Hill.  The  worship  period  became  a time 
to  look  out  and  beyond.  How  was  this  thing 
we  were  experiencing,  this  living  for  a little 
while  as  the  family  of  God,  going  to  change  our 
lives?  My  answer  came  during  the  day  of  silent 
retreat  the  Sunday  before  we  went  home.  I 
watched  the  self  that,  first,  had  been  discovered, 
then  torn  apart,  now  being  put  back  together 
again,  reborn. 

Of  the  sixty  summer-schoolers  at  Pendle 
Hill,  only  six  of  us  were  on  Leadership  Grants: 
Ross  Anderson  from  Eugene,  Oregon;  Louise 
Murphy  from  Gheyenne,  Wyoming;  Emily  Gal- 
houn  from  Atlanta,  Georgia;  Phyllis  Rockwell 
from  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  and  Fortunato  Gastillo 
from  Ghicago  and  Mexico.  With  the  exception 
of  Phyllis,  we  were  all  “new”  Friends.  Having 
but  a limited  knowledge  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  we  were  eager  to  “soak  up”  everything 
we  could  learn.  Since  the  purpose  of  the  Lead- 
ership Grants  plan,  as  stated  by  Fellowship 
Govmcil,  is  “to  infuse  potential  leaders  with 
fre.sh  enthusiasm  for  Quakerism  and  the  spirit 
which  motivates  it,  and  to  familiarize  them  with 
the  established  procedures  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,”  I believe  I can  safely  sav  this  past 
summer’s  Q)uaker  Study  Tour  was  definiteb'  a 
success! 
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Although  there  were  several  helpful  courses 
at  Pendle  Hill  which  sketched  in  some  of  the 
Quaker  background  for  me,  I feel  that  the  most 
important  things  I learned  were  from  the  many 
fine  Friends  we  talked  with,  the  Friends’  proj- 
ects we  visited,  the  various  Meetings  we  at- 
tended. During  the  four  weeks  we  were  at  Pen- 
dle Hill,  James  Walker  of  Fellowship  Council, 
Barnard  Walton,  and  others  of  Pendle  Hill  took 
us  to  see  many  of  the  most  colorful  and  signifi- 
cant of  Friends’  activities  around  Philadelphia. 
( I was  amazed  to  discover  that  so  many  of  the 
Friends’  schools  and  projects  that  I had  heard 
or  read  about  were  around  Philadelphia! ) After 
the  close  of  summer  school,  we  were  taken  by 
Hannah  Stapler,  James  Walker’s  secretary,  to 
New  York  and  Washington  D.  C.  for  a quick 
tour  of  Friend’s  work  there. 

We  visited  the  United  Nations,  Quaker 
House,  the  New  York  Yearly  Meetings’  head- 
(piarters  in  New  York  City  and  had  the  privi- 
ledge  of  meeting  the  two  Friends  who  had  made 
the  Leadership  Grants  available.  Herbert  Had- 
ley and  Frank  Rose  in  Washington,  D.  C.  told 
us  a great  deal  about  Friends’  work  there  and 
after  seeing  the  interesting  sights  of  the  Capitol, 
we  visited  the  office  of  the  Friends  Committee 
on  National  Legislation,  International  Student 
House,  Davis  House,  and  the  work  camp  in  the 
Negro  section  of  the  city. 

It  was  a sad  parting  as  we  took  our  separ- 
ate trains  and  planes  for  home.  Yet,  aware  of 
why  we  had  been  privileged  to  take  this  Quaker 
Study  Tour,  we  were  anxious  to  return  to  our 
own  Aleetings  and  share  what  we  could.  We 
each  knew  that  our  lives  had  been  changed— 
we  had  seen  and  lived  within  that  “spirit  which 
motivates  Quakerism,”  and  henceforth  would 
try  harder  to  be  worthy,  ourselves,  of  the  name. 
Friend. 

As  a kind  of  P.  S.,  may  1 express  the  hope 
that  Pacific  Coast  Friends  will  suggest  to  Fel- 
lowship Council  many  individuals  who  might 
participate  in  the  Quaker  Study  Tour  next  sum- 
mer. And  sinee  the  grants  can  send  not  more 
than  two  or  three,  could  we  not  go  one  step 
further?  Several  of  the  people  at  Pendle  Hill 
were  on  scholarships  from  their  own  Monthly 
Meetings.  When  there  is  so  much  that  we  west- 
ern Friends  can  learn  from  the  traditions  and 
experience  of  the  eastern  Friends,  and  so  much 
that  we,  with  our  fresh,  creative  patterns,  can 
contribute  to  the  growth  of  the  eastern  meet- 
ings, why  do  we  not  plan  to  send  a dozen  of 
our  members  to  Pendle  Hill,  or  perhaps  a work 
camp,  each  summer?  Willamette  Valley  Monthly 
Meeting  has  recently  put  such  an  item  in  its 
budget.  If  many  other  Monthly  Meetings  would 
also  give  scholarships,  it  would  make  a differ- 
ence to  Friends  everywhere.

FROM  THE  VISITATION  COMMITTEE 

We’ve  had  a very  animated  lack  of  response  so  far 
to  our  inquiries  about  individuals  or  Meetings  who 
wanted  to  be  or  not  to  be  visited.  One  letter  asks, 
“Do  we  need  to  qualify  as  bona  fide  Friends  in  order 
to  be  visited?”  To  that  question  the  answer  was  “No 
indeed.”  There  should  be  a deep  interest  in  the  mu- 
tual concerns  of  Friends,  and  a desire  to  share  these 
concerns.  “What  is  visitation?”  was  the  second  ques- 
tion. “Does  it  mean  or  apply  only  to  a Meeting  per- 
haps?’’ We  said  that  question  would  be  answered  in  a 
different  way  by  different  people.  In  many  cases  it  did 
mean  visitation  by  an  individual  to  a Meeting.  We 
added  that  we  personally  were  very  much  concerned 
that  it  should  mean  contact  between  individuals,  get- 
ting to  know  one  another  across  the  breakfast  table 
or  over  the  dishpan,  and  sharing  what  we  feel  is  special 
in  the  life  of  Friends  today.  More  and  more,  in  this 
busy  world,  our  contacts  are  becoming  limited  to  the 
group  and  the  conference  level,  and  the  heart  to  heart 
talks  that  two  or  three  can  have  when  they  are  gathered 
together  with  love  in  the  midst  of  them  are  becoming 
increasingly  hard  to  find  room  for. 

We  wonder  how  others  of  you  may  feel  about  this 
problem?  All  communications  will  be  gratefully  re- 
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ceived,  whether  or  not  they  are  meant  to  result  in  a 
face  to  face  visit. 

This  miglit  be  a good  time  to  take  special  note  of 
a paragrapli  in  the  Kootenay  Friends  Newsletter  which 
came  ont  in  September,  1953:

APPLICANTS  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Council  of  the 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  Meeting  has  prepared  some  suggest- 
ions which  may  be  helpful  to  those  who  are  contemplat- 
ing membership  in  the  Society  or  who  belong  to  Meet- 
ings which  are  receiving  applications  for  membership. 
It  was  published  as  a supplement  to  the  New  England 
Friend,  October,  1953,  and  is  reproduced  here  because 
of  the  lively  concern  in  our  Yearly  Meeting  for  deeper 
appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  membersbip  and  for 
some  assistance  in  working  with  applicants. 

Suggestions  to  Guide  Committees  in  Interview- 
ing Applicants  for  Membership  in  the  Cam- 
bridge Meeting 

These  are  merely  suggestions  as  to  the  sort 
of  queries  one  should  have  in  mind  in  visiting 
with  applicants  for  membership.  Procedures 
must,  of  course,  vary  with  circumstances  and 
the  individuals  concerned. 

Being  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  appli- 
cant’s letter  requesting  consideration  for  mem- 
bership, the  interviewing  committee  will  no 
doubt  have  found  answers  to  a number  of  their 
questions.  With  these  facts  as  a basis,  the  com- 
mittee should  be  able  to  establish  an  easy, 
friendly  relationship  with  the  applicant.  During 
the  visit  answers  to  the  following  questions— if 
not  already  clear— should  emerge. 

1.  Has  the  applicant  understood,  through 
reading  or  association  with  Friends,  the  basic 
principles  of  the  Society? 

2.  Has  he  attended  meetings  long  enough 
to  be  acquainted  with  its  way,  and  to  realize  the 
significance  of  the  hour  of  worship  to  the  indi- 
vidual and  to  the  group? 

3.  Has  he  understood  the  importance  of 
our  Meeting  for  Business  and  his  responsibility 
to  it,  as  well  as  to  the  Quarterly  and  Yearly 
Meeting?  Does  he  know  of  the  various  other 
types  of  Meetings  within  the  Society? 

4.  bias  he  reached  a genuine  readiness  to 
accept  personal  responsibility  for  the  spiritual 
health  and  the  financial  obligations  of  the  Meet- 
ing? Is  he  willing  to  serve  on  its  committees? 

5.  Has  he  read  to  some  extent  in  the  field 
of  Qtiaker  history  and  thought? 

6.  Has  satisfactory  imderstanding  been 
reached  with  any  member  of  the  applicant’s 


family  whose  attitude  toward  his  joining  the 
Society  should  be  considered? 

7.  Has  the  applicant  thought  through  his 
stand  on  war  and  peace? 

It  should  be  made  clear  to  the  applicant 
that  Friends  move  slowly  in  the  matter  of  ap- 
proving membership,  and  that  he  should  not 
expect  to  hear  definitely  for  several  months. 


RESPECTABILITY  AND  FREEDOM 

“We  are  members  of  a pastoral  congregation— per- 
haps the  largest  such  group  in  Iowa— but  we  like  to 
keep  informed  regarding  the  thoughts  and  actions  of 
the  several  other  varieties  of  Friends,”  writes  George 
H.  Lewis,  Rt.  1,  Marshalltown,  Iowa. 

“We  notice  in  the  January  Bulletin  that  Peter 
Guldbrandsen  is  concerned  over  the  horrible  thought 
that  Friends  seem  to  be  verging  toward  a state  of  be- 
coming ‘respectable.’  Now  if  his  dictionary  reads  like 
ours  that  isn’t  such  a repulsive  state  to  be  in!  There 
is  certainly  no  virtue  in  being  peculiar  just  to  attract 
unfavorable  attention. 

“We  have  friends  who  adhere  to  all  the  greviously 
large  number  of  Friendly  groups  and  we  love  them  all, 
hoping  for  the  day  when  good  will  can  increase  among 
them  and  ill  will  and  suspicion  disappear. 

“At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Des  Moines  Area 
Committee  the  topic  of  civil  liberty  was  under  discus- 
sion. One  young  man  made  a spectacle  of  himself  by 
rising  up  and  declaring  that  he  had  no  feeling  of  loyalty 
to  the  government,  his  college,  his  church  or  his  home. 
He  claimed  this  was  what  ‘freedom’  means.”

general  and  so,  when  we  knew  we  would  leave  Hawaii, 
we  contacted  Friends  schools,  and  Moorestown  offered 
us  positions.  Euell  is  teaching  shop  to  boys  from  4th 
grade  through  8th  and  is  also  on  maintenance.  I am 
assi.stant  kindergartner  to  the  5-year-olds.  We  are  en- 
joying our  new  experiences  and  both  of  us  have  had  a 
chance  to  meet  each  other’s  families  for  the  first  time 
as  we  met  and  married  in  Hawaii.  We  think  after  a 
year  here  we  will  be  better  able  to  evaluate  the  result 
of  our  experiences  both  in  regard  to  Friends  generally 
and  Friends  schools  versus  public  schools.”
